The adminiatration remained hesitant to enter the pic- 
ture and indicated ove way to get around the problem would 
be to rent the area to the Alumni Association and have them 
take out the needed insurance and patrol it. 

On the more positive side Chief Justice Hamilton Hintz 
and crew drew up a new ASSSC constitution which eliminated 
the fighting over budgets at the beginning of a new year 

Toward the end of this semester came the annual Student 
Loan Fund drive which went well over its $2800 goal. In 
fact, the totals ran higher than $1,100, proving its success.
